WE’LL STILL TAKE NEW FACTORY 
Missouri Community Betterment News, pub­ 
lished by the Missouri Division of Commerce 
and Industrial Development, lists the economic 
benefits and burdens created for a community 
if a factory employing 100 workers came to a 
community. 
The list, which follows, indicates 
landing such a plant is not an unmixed blessing. 
What it seems to point out quite clearly is that 
Carthage needs a plan, well thought out and 
chronicled, to assure industry we can adequately 
provide for them. 
Take a look, then, at the benefits and burdens. 
Economic BENEFITS of 100 new factory workers 
to a community— 
296 more people, 
112 more households, 
174 total additional workers employed, 
107 more registered passenger cars, 
four more retail establishments, 
$360,000 more in annual retail sales, 
$270,000 more in bank deposits, and 
$590,000 additional personal income in the 
community. 
Economic BURDENS imposed upon a commun­ 
ity by this event — 
1. About 100 new children in school. . . 50 in 
grade school, 25 in junior high and 25 in senior 
high. This creates the need for — 
a. Two new grade school rooms and one new 
room in both the junior and senior high schools 
. . . a cost of about $190,000. 
b. Four new school teachers. 
c. About $57,000 more in the annual school 
budget. 
2. The city and school system will have to buy 
about four acres of land. 
a. One acre for grade school needs. 
b. One acre for high school needs. 
c. One acre for parks. 
d. One acre for playgrounds. 
3. The city will need new employes— 
a. One-half new employe in the police depart­ 
ment, and $3,552 additional operating budget, 
and one-third new employe in the fire depart­ 
ment, and an increase of $2,182 in the fire de­ 
partment’s annual budget. 
b. Four other new employes at an expenditure 
of $15,000 annually for additional street clean­ 
ing, garbage hauling, tax collections, and an in­ 
crease of $5,734 in the budget for public safety. 
4. Other increased needs for municipal ser­ 
vices— 
a. The water department will have to figure on 
pumping about 60,000 more gallons each day. 
b. Present traffic will have to absorb those 
107 more automobiles. 
c. One new hospital bed at about $26,000 and a 
fraction of a visiting nurse will be needed. 
d. Five hundred new volumes should be added 
to the library. 
e. And there probably will be a need for a 
fraction of a jail cell.

STRANGE CO-OP RESOLUTION 
Rural electric cooperatives in Missouri, either 
wittingly or unwittingly, seem to have come to the 
aid of the sagging political fortunes of the state’s 
junior U.S. Senator, Edward V. Long. In the cur­ 
rent issue of Rural Electric Missourian, official 
newspaper of the state co-ops, a resolution hon­ 
oring Sen. Long appears along with a glowing ac­ 
count of his record in the Congress and a picture 
of the law associate of St. Louis criminal attorney 
Morris Shenker. 
The publicity is a politician’s dream-come-true, 
and we cannot believe that anyone on the staff of 
this supposedly independent, non-partisan news­ 
paper would be guilty of such overt political pep. 
According to an accompanying news article, the 
resolution was enacted by representatives of the 
state’s 41 electric cooperatives at a meeting 
some two months ago at Jefferson City. 
Since Sen. Long, a relatively newcoming to the 
federal legislative branch, has never secured the 
enactment of any bill favorable to the electric 
cooperatives, it is even more difficult to under­ 
stand the resolution either from the viewpoint of 
Republican members of cooperatives or from 
independent Democrats who do not share the REA 
admiration of Missouri’s part-time U.S. Senator. 
The resolution is also strange in view of the 
large contribution made to electric cooperatives 
by Missouri’s senior U. S. Senator, Stuart Sym­ 
ington, who is not mentioned at all in the reso­ 
lution. 
In view of the fact that Sen. Long is now engaged 
in a primary campaign for re-election, and could 
be engaged in a general election campaign, we 
wonder if the resolution reflects the view of the 
thousands of Missourians who are members of 
the cooperatives, either as to Sen. Long’s past 
contributions or as to his value to the REA pro­ 
gram as a whole? 
We don’t believe it does. 
At best, the resolution reflects the efforts of 
Sen. Long and his campaign workers to bolster 
his sagging popularity in an area of the state 
where ethics is still looked upon as a code of 
conduct rather than a committee which investi­ 
gates the activities of their junior Senator. 
If Senator Long wants a resolution as to his 
effectiveness, we suggest he turn to organiza­ 
tions he has aided. Perhaps the Teamsters union 
would be interested.

Missouri Community Betterment News, pub­ 
lished by the Missouri Division of Commerce 
and Industrial Development, lists the economic 
benefits and burdens created for a community 
if a factory employing IOO workers came to a 
community.

STRANGE CO-OP RESOLUTION 
Rural electric cooperatives in Missouri, either 
wittingly or unw ittingly, seem to have con e to the 
aid of the sagging political fortunes of the state’s 
junior U.S. Senator, Edward V. Long. In the cur­ 
rent issue of Rural Electric Missourian, official 
new spaper of the state co-ops, a resolution hon­ 
oring Sen. Long appears along with a glowing ac­ 
count of his record in the Congress and a picture 
of the law associate of St. Louis criminal attorney 
Morris Shenker. 
The publicity is a politician’s dream -com e-true, 
and we cannot believe that anyone on the staff of 
this supposedly independent, non-partisan news­ 
paper would be guilty of such overt political pep. 
According to an accompanying news article, the 
resolution was enacted by representatives of the 
state’s 41 electric cooperatives at a meeting 
some two months ago at Jefferson City. 

Long, a relatively newcon ing to the 
federal legislative branch, has never secured the 
enactment of any bill favorable to the electric 
cooperatives, it is even n ore difficult to under­ 
stand the resolution either from the viewpoint of 
Republican members of cooperatives or from 
independent Democrats who do not share the REA 
admiration of M issouri's part-tim e U.S. Senator. 
The resolution is also strange in view of the 
large contribution made to electric cooperatives 
by M issouri’s senior I . S. Senator, Stuart Sym­ 
ington, who is not mentioned at all in the reso­ 
lution. 
In view of the fact that Sen. Long is now engaged 
in a prim ary campaign for re-election, and could 
be engaged in a general election campaign, we 
wonder if the resolution reflects the view of the 
thousands of Missourians who are members of 
the cooperatives, either as to Sen. Long’s past 
contributions or as to his value to the REA pro­ 
gram as a whole? 
We don't believe it does. 
At best, the resolution reflects the efforts of 
Sen. Long and his campaign workers to bolster 
his sagging popularity in an area of the state 
where ethics is still looked upon as a code of 
conduct rather than a committee which investi­ 
gates the activities of their junior Senator. 
If Senator Long wants a resolution as to his 
effectiveness, we suggest he turn to organiza­ 
tions he has aided.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

Of course, presidential, advis­ 
er Walt W. Rostow didn't mean 
to imply any of these things but 
his latest assessment of the Viet 
Cong raids on the cities illus­ 
trates how hard the administra­ 
tion is trying to put the best 
face possible on some difficult 
circumstances in the war zone. 
Rostow, telling newsmen of 
the briefing he gave to former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er in California, said of the re­ 
cent attacks: 
"We're in the middle of a bat­ 
tle that is unresolved but from 
their own documents they failed 
to achieve their objectives and 
may have left the South Viet­ 
namese army and government 
institutions stronger than before 
the attacks."

CLINIC SAVES 
LIVES, MONEY

Women's Medical News Service 
Almost 500 fewer babies were 
delivered at the State University- 
Kings County Medical 
Center 
in 1967 than in 1966. Dr. Louis 
M. Heilman, Chairman of the 
Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, attributed the drop 
to the growing success of the 
Family Planning 
Clinic. The 
clinic began in 1958 with three 
patients and now serves 
more 
tHah 10,000 women a year. 
Last year 5,525 
babies were 
born as compared with 6,023 in 
1966. This 
decline in births 
is 
significant, 
Dr. Heilman 
pointed out, in light of the special 
problems of the patients who 
have their babies at the Center. 
Almost 
every woman 
is poor 
and underprivileged; most know 
little or nothing about birth con­ 
trol; and many have had six or 
more 
children by the age of 25. 
Three quarters of the patients 
are Negro and most 
of the re­ 
mainder are fairly recent arri­ 
vals from Puerto Rico, accord­ 
ing to the physican. 
REDUCES HOPELESSNESS 
The 
Family Planning Clinic 
is an "emergency service in the 
battle against 
unwanted chil­ 
dren, deepening 
poverty, and 
mounting hopelessness,*' main­ 
tains Dr. Schuyler G. Kohl, who 
heads it and is also professor of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology. Poor 
people 
should not be pushed 
further downward, the 
doctor 
observed, because information 
and the means to limit family 
size are not available to them. 
. Pregnancy in this low -income 
population often is not a benign 
event, Dr. Kohl pointed out, em­ 
phasizing the importance of the 
Clinic's 
work. The 
maternal 
death rate for 
these patients 
is three to four times the na­ 
tional rate; and premature births 
occur twice as frequently as they 
do with higher income others. 
"Almost all the women who die 
on our maternity service die of 
complications 
following illegal 
obortion," Dr. Kohl declared, 
"and illegal abortion is the com­ 
mon method of birth control used 
by our patients." 
SEEK FA MIL, Y PLANNING 
Eighty percent of the women 
who now deliver at the center 
seek out family planning instruc­ 
tion and contraceptives, 
Dr. 
Kohl noted. They do so "regard­ 
less of religious background." 
These statistics refute the pop­ 
ular notion tliat poor women are 
the least motivated, the least edu- 
cable, and the least accepting 
of long - term birth control ser­ 
vices. 
Every patient who comes tothe 
Center for a prenatal checkup is 
informed about the availability of 
family planning services. Doc­ 
tors, nurses, nurse • midwives, 
medical students 
and 
social 
service workers discuss future 
childbearing 
desires with the 
patient. 
If she is interested an appoint­ 
ment is made, immediately, for 
her to attend classes where she 
will learn about male and fe­ 
male ai.. tomy, reproductive phy­

rhythm. Patients are encour­ 
aged to ask questions and to join 
in informal discussion.
